Never undertake repair work 
on cultursd pearls, and don’t 
uttempt to do a stringing job 
even though you may be un- 
usually handy. Treat the dul- 
tured . pearl like the ‘precious 
gem it Is, and take the necklace 
to a reputable jeweller or to a 
professional pearl stringer for 
proper restringing. 

Keep pearls away from cx 
cessive artificial heat, but not 
necessarily out of the sun. Too 
much artificlat heat will harm 
them, while sunshino simply 
reflects their lovely glints. -
